The natural ravines they commanded had 
been made moro difBeult of approach by 
escarpmcnta, mul it. was donhiful in what 
way tho attack would begin. The 
enemy opened the battle. Ti.fy attacked 
the First Urii^ado, but were repulsed with 
great slaughter, and the moral effects of 
the defeat woro fiv'sn more important than 
its immediate result. The next day 
King Theodore tardily offered to treat, 
but was even then unwilling, as it would 
seem, to ncknowlcdge tho hopelessness of 
his position. An unconditional, surrender 
of all the captives was demanded, thoogh 
it was indeed feored that the English 
nrisoncrs had been killed. On that day, 
however, and the next, Theodore sent 
into the British camp every European in 
hi.s power, both tho captives and artificers, 
but still declined to surrender himself into 
Sir llobert Napier's hands. Twenty- 
four hours were (civen him to decide, and, 
still resisting, Magdala was stormed on 
Easter Monday, this day fortniglit. The 
assault was conducted under cover of the 
Armstrong stc:cl-Kii"s, the S-inch mortars, 
und tho rocket battery, and was complete- 
ly successful.
